Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

Claims 1-9 are allowed.

Regarding Claims 1-4, the prior art of record alone or in combination neither 
teaches nor makes obvious the invention having a base layer; a gate electrode formed 
by fusing conductive nanoparticles over the base layer, wherein the base layer is 
formed from a metal material and the base layer not overlapping with the gate electrode 
is oxidized in combination with all of the respective limitations of Claims 1-4.
